The Art Association Annuals have become a tradition in the program of 
the Museum. They furnish each year a useful review of the prevalent styles of 
expression in this region. 


Such an exhibition as the present Watercolor Annual represents the care- 
ful and considered selection of approximately one-eighth of the works sub- 
mitted, made by a jury experienced in art and concerned with assembling a 
show of high quality. The successful entries are predominently from the Bay 
Region, though Southern California and other states are represented. 


The catalogue with its illustrations of the prize winners forms a permanent 
document on the exhibition, useful to the exhibitors as a record, and to 
scholars of the future who will wish to trace the evolution of styles here.

This is well to remem- 
ber, for exhibitions such as this Annual allow artist and public to meet and 
they have acquisition as their most satisfactory objective.
